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Most of our potatoes are grown for us on contract, especially for seed, we furnishing the seed 
stock. Our form of.contract provides that the grower shall faithfully and properly care for the = 
crop to the best of his ability, use precaution in handling to guard against the mixing of different 
varieties, make it a point to dig and handle the crop at such time and in such way as to have 
the potatoes as clean and dry as possible, and as a rule, deliver only the merchantable product, the 
minimum weight of tubers to be 2% ounces, and no prongy, scabby or ill-shaped tubers to be allowed. 

We are very particular about the matter of sorting. No firm is more so. If the sorting has 
not been properly done, we go all over them again here in the warehouses. We store in large, frost- 
proof but well-ventilated cellars, keeping the temperature as near 40 degrees as possible. .

Since that time the annual accumu- 
lations of the silt have made a soil so complete and deep that 


ages of farming will make little or no depletion in its value. 


‘*Then, during the growing season there are sixteen to eight- 
een hours of light, which is an advantage, as plant life grows 
much mere rapidly in the light than in the dark. Take a potato 
that has been grown here and one grown 500 miles south and

STATE INSPECTED SEEDS. 

All our Field Seeds are examined by the Experiment Station of the Wisconsin College of Agri- 
culture. We conform strictly to the requirements of the new Wisconsin Seed Inspection Law as 
everyone is obliged to do who sells seeds in this state. 

THE WISCONSIN SEED LAW. What is the new seed law, as passed by our last legislature? 
We have not room here to give it entire but the substance of the law is as follows:— _ 

First. No agricultural seeds shall be sold in quantities of more than one pound without a label 
being attached giving the name and kind of seed, name and address of dealer, statement of purity, 
germinating power and locality where grown if known. 

Second. No seeds shall be sold at all that contain noxious weed seeds in greater number than 
one to 1,000 of the following: Canada thistle, Russian thistle, quack grass, clover dodder, field dod- 
der, wild mustard, wild oats, corn cockle, ox-eye daisy, butter and eggs, sow thistle, English plantain, 
velvet weed or star thistle. 

Third. Where the noxious weeds mentioned are present in number less than one to 1,000 the 
seed may be offered for sale but the bad seeds must be named. 

Fourth. All impurities including weed seeds of any kind and also sticks, stones and broken 
seeds shall be named on the package if over two per cent. - 

Fifth. The enforcement of the law is placed in the Agricultural Experiment Station and violations 
of any of the provisions are punishable by fine. A fee of 25 cents is charged for testing each sample. 

There are also provisions in regard to adulterated and misbranded seeds. 

The law provides that cereals only, not other seeds, may be sold by one farmer to another for 
his own use without any statements and that all seeds may be sold to merchants without statements 
if they are to be recleaned before being exposed for sale. In ail other cases a farmer is subject to the 
law the same as a seedsman.

It is successfully grown now in 
nearly all sections of the United States and its value 
can. hardly be overestimated. Gov. Hoard says, ‘‘It 
will grow on any kind of soil,’’ and he says he ‘‘would 
rather risk it in a Wisconsin winter than red clover 
twice over.’ 


Value. As to the value of Alfalfa we cannot do 
better than quote from Prof. Moore’s report to the 
Wisconsin Experiment Association. He says: 

‘*No single forage plant combines the materials for 
a profitable ration for dairy cows, sheep, and brood 
sows 80 well as does alfalfa. For seven years alfalfa 
has been grown successfully on the Station Farm near 
Madison, and many tests made to determine the best 
method of growing it under different conditions of soil 
and climate. When grown in comparison with red 
clover, timothy and brome grass during the season of 
1904, the yield per acre of hay was 5.4 tons for alfalfa, 
2.5 tons for elover, 2.8 tons for timothy and 1.3 tons 
for brome grass. As a green forage the weight of al- 
faifa grown per acre was double that of clover, three 
times that of timothy, and five times that of brome grass. 
The per cent of protein found in the hay. was as follows: 
18.7 for alfalfa, 13.28 for clover, 4.74 for timothy and 
6.07 for brome grass. In total yield of protein per acre 
alfalfa produced three times that of clover, nine times 
that of timothy and twelve times that of brome grass.’’ 


CULTURE.—Sow in.the spring, 20 pounds to the 
acre, the best seed obtainable. Prof. Moore now recom- 
mends sowing without a nurse crop as the best way. 
It can be sown in early fall but spring is the best time. 
Do not cut until the second year, starting when the first 
blossoms appear, and cutting each time thereafter when 
beginning to blossom. It can usually be cut 3 or 4 times 
each year, and will last several years without reseeding. 


THE SEED.—It is peculiarly important that the 
right kind of seed be used. European seed is the cheapest 
and is largely sold, but it is poor policy to buy it. 
It is not as hardy and is apt to contain trefoil, dodder, 
ete. Practically all European seed contains some dodder, one of the worst of all bad weeds, even 
though it may be called ‘‘dodder-free.’’ But even American grown seed is not all alike. Seed 
from the southwest, where alfalfa is grown in such large quantities is not hardy enough for the north. 

All our seed is Montana grown. This is the kind we have handled for the last three years and 
we thoroughly believe it is the best that can be used for sowing in the north. The Montana crop 
was unusually short last season and prices are very high. We had a chance to buy Utah seed at a 
lower price, but Montana seed is better as it is grown further north and most of it on non-irrigated 
Jand. Prof. Moore has all the time recommended Montana seed as the best for Wisconsin and Prof. 
J. W. Westgate, Agronomist of the U. S. Dept. of Agri. says in a recent letter: 

‘*We find the further north alfalfa seed is produced the hardier it is likely to be. For this rea- 
son we favor the use of Montana grown alfalfa seed as compared with seed grown further south.’’
